The Derb: This term refers to the Der- 
by Dining Center, which is the dining 
hall for Ford, Moore, West and Haymak- 
er halls. 

The Plaza: This nickname is used as the 
shortened form of Bosco Student Plaza. 
Bosco Plaza is the concrete patio area 
on the north side of the K-State Student 
Union and features a set of fountains as 
well as multiple shaded tables. 

The 'Ville: Also known as Aggieville, this 
is the nickname of the area southeast of 
campus that is the primary social spot for 
K-State students. It includes many bars, 
shops and restaurants as well as Varney's 
Bookstore, where students can purchase 
textbooks. 

The Quad: The Quad is the grassy area 
between Hale Library, Leasure Hall, Wil- 
lard Hall and Waters Hall. The quad fea- 
tures a sundial in the center and is a pop- 
ular place to study outdoors. 

The Commons: Coffman Commons is the 
area between Eisenhower Hall and Hale 
Library. The area is now filled with grass 
and trees, but was once occupied by Den- 
ison Hall until it was torn down in 2004. 

The Octagon of Doom: This nickname 
is used to refer to Bramlage Coliseum, 
where the K-State men's and women's 
basketball team plays its home games. 

The Rec: Peters Recreation Complex is 
southeast of Snyder Family Stadium. Fea- 
tures include multiple treadmills, station- 




ary bicycles and indoor tracks as well as 
basketball courts. Usage fees are paid by 
students as part of their student fees each 
semester. 

The Union: The K-State Student Union 
serves as a focal point of student and 
community activity on campus. It fea- 
tures fast-food establishments like Panda 
Express, Taco Bell and Subway, as well 
as a convenience store, coffee shop and 
fine dining restaurant. The Union is also 
home to a bowling alley and Union Pro- 
gram Council. 

The Beach: The Beach Museum of Art is 
home to visiting art exhibits and special 
events throughout the year.

Athletic department sets 
new ticket package price

The K-State athletics 
department, in cooperation 
with Student Governing As- 
sociation, has recently come 
to an agreement to sell stu- 
dent tickets only as a pack- 
aged deal - football and bas- 
ketball tickets together. This 
combo has been offered for 
several years, but the new 
policy will exclude buying 
season tickets separately. 

The objective, as stated 
by senior associate athletics 
director Kurt McGufh'n, is 
twofold: to raise revenue and 
to encourage attendance at 
men's basketball games. 

The difference to foot- 
ball fans will be $30. Howev- 
er, the difference to students 
who only want to buy bas- 
ketball tickets - student num- 
bers have ranged between 
95 and 400 over the last five 
years - will be $280. 

Former student body 
president Lydia Peele, se- 
nior in mathematics educa- 
tion, said, "Students came to 
us in the fall concerned that 
Athletics was going to move 
student season tickets. Our 
students see their section as 
a tradition worth keeping. 
Across the field, these tick- 



ets are going for thousands 
of dollars." 

On Sept. 11, 2008, Stu- 
dent Senate voted unani- 
mously to create a commit- 
tee to review student con- 
tributions to athletics. The 
committee looked at privi- 
lege fees, which all students 
pay, and student ticket pric- 
es. 

The committee came up 
with two options - increase 
privilege fees or move stu- 
dent tickets - but neither of 
these was acceptable to the 
senate. 

"This is definitely a big 
change, but there was a lot 
of discussion," said Speaker 
of the Student Senate Amy 
Schultz, senior in biology. 
"The idea to move the seats 
seemed logical, but we're 
the only school in the Big 12 
[Conference] that offers mid- 
field and mid-court tickets 
to students, and we felt they 
were worth fighting to keep." 

Privilege fee funding has 
been widely debated and of- 
ten presented to students as 
pennies per program. Some 
have said they see Peele's op- 
position to various privilege 
fee increases as grandstand- 
ing at the end of her term. 

"We formed this com- 
mittee six months ago, so this

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WILDCAT TIDBITS 

Facts about K-States campus, athletics every student should know

KANSAS STATE COLLEGIAN 

K-State has developed a multitude of 
traditions since its founding in 1863. Here 
are just some of the fun historic tidbits about 
the university. 

THEPOWERCAT 

The Powercat is the official logo for K-State 
athletics. Illustrator Tom Bookwalter created 
the emblem in 1989 for head football coach 
Bill Snyder, who wanted a new logo for his 
team. 

WILLIE THE WILDCAT 

Willie the Wildcat is K- State's official mas- 
cot. He has been spotted on the sidelines of 
K-State sporting events since 1947 and has 
undergone several makeovers since his first 
appearance. How- 
ever, Willie's iden- 
tity remains a se- 
cret to this day., 
The cartoon ver 
sion of Willie the 
Wildcat appeared 
at the beginning 
of the 1960s, with 
comical, fierce and 
pumped-up incar- 
nations appearing 
since then. 

Prior to Willie, 

a black Labrador named Boscoe could be 
found at K-State events from 1906 to 1909, 
and as early as 1922, a real wildcat named 
Touchdown represented K-State at games. 

ANDERSON HALL 

Anderson Hall is home to the offices of the 
president, provost and dean of students, 
along with central administration figures. It 
was named after John A. Anderson, K-State's 
second president, in 1902. In addition to 
administrative offices, Anderson Hall has 
housed a chapel, library, student lounge, var- 




ious academic units and post office. 

CALL HALL PURPLE PRIDE ICE CREAM 

Purple Pride blueberry ice cream came about 
in the late 1960s when K-State professor 
Harold Roberts wanted to spark interest in 
football and promote school pride. Only the 
dairy manager of Call Hall knows the official 
recipe. Call Hall sells on average 6,400 half 
gallons of ice cream in a nine-month period. 

PURPLE POWER PLAY ON POYNTZ 

The city of Manhattan closes off the 
downtown area for a carnival event on the 
Thursday and Friday nights before the first 
home football game. Purple Power Play 
includes a firework display and pep rally 
with Wildcat athletes and coaches to boost 
K-State pride. 

WARD HALL 

Ward is home to K-State's nuclear research 
reactor. K-State is one of only 25 universities 
to have a nuclear reactor on campus. 

NICHOLS HALL 

Nichols was once a gymnasium and home of 
K-State basketball and music departments. 
It caught on fire in 1968, and was rebuilt to 
house the drama, dance and computer sci- 
ence departments. 

THE WABASH CANNONBALL 

The Wabash Cannonball was the only piece 
of band music to survive the Nichols Hall 
fire. Today, this song is a K-State tradition 
and is commonly played at sporting events. 
It inspires K-Staters to gyrate back and forth 
whenever it's played. 

OPEN HOUSE 

K-State's biggest event, which takes place in 
April every year, traces its origins to sever- 
al college events with 50 years of tradition 
like Home Economics Hospitality Day, En- 
gineers' Open House and Ag Day. Former 
U.S. Sen. Bob Dole spoke at the first all-uni- 
versity Open House in 1969.

TOINTON FAMILY STADIUM 

This 2,500-seat stadium is the home of Wild- 
cat baseball. It was dedicated in spring 
2002. 

BRAMLAGE COLISEUM 

Named after the late Fred Bramlage, a Junc- 
tion City businessman, Bramlage Coliseum is 
home to K-State men's and women's basket- 
ball. Fred Bramlage was a major contributor 
to the construction of the 13,500-seat colise- 
um, which opened in 1988. Bramlage also is 
home to Landon Lectures and concerts that 
are expected to draw large crowds. 

SNYDER FAMILY STADIUM 

Named KSU Stadium until 2005, Snyder 
Family Stadium is dedicated to head football 
coach Bill Snyder. The stadium seats 52,200 
fans. 



ROYAL PURPLE, THE SCHOOL COLOR 

Representatives from each class chose 
K-State's official color in 1896; however, the 
faculty did not approve it until 192 1 . Contrary 
to popular belief, royal purple is K-State's 
only official color, though it is commonly 
paired with black, white and silver. 

WILDCAT VICTORY 

Harry E. Erickson, a K-State student, wrote 
the fight song "Wildcat Victory" in 1927. 

AGGIEVILLE 

The Aggieville business district is located 
along Moro and Laramie streets in Man- 
hattan, catty-corner from K-State. Aggieville 
is home to many shopping and dining hot 
spots, including Varney's Bookstore. The 
district started as a single laundry shop in 
1889.

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'Freshman 15' can be avoided with exercise, healthy eating

When coming to col- 
lege, many people fear signif- 
icant weight gain. Nearly ev- 
eryone has heard of the infa- 
mous "freshman 15." The good 
news is that by maintaining a 
healthy and balanced lifestyle, 
people can indulge in a few 
late-night snacks while also 
keeping in shape and staying at 
a healthy weight. 

The best way to avoid sig- 
nificant weight gain is to main- 
tain an active lifestyle and 
eat a balanced diet. The word 
"diet" comes with a bad con- 
notation, though. Don't lim- 
it your consumption of certain 
foods or eat so little you starve 



yourself. 

My advice is this: Eat 
when you are hungry; stop 
when you are full. Don't ob- 
sess over it. Putting too much 
emphasis on your eating habits 
keeps them foremost in your 
mind, which causes you to 
over-think and often to over- 
eat. 

People who participate in 
fad diets or who lose weight 
too quickly often gain the 
weight back - and then some. 
If you feel your diet needs a bit 
of a makeover, consider occa- 
sionally substituting fruits and 
vegetables for chips and cook- 
ies or cutting back on portion 
sizes of your favorite foods to 
control the amount of calories 
you consume. Slowly create 
healthy habits you can main- 
tain for a lifetime. 

Eating in the on-cam- 
pus dining centers can be a bit 
overwhelming. With such an 
array of food available at every 
meal, it's sometimes hard not 
to overeat. The good news is 
most of the foods you see there 
are present nearly every day of 



the week. Don't just eat some- 
thing because it's there. Chanc- 
es are it will show up again at 
your next meal. 

The dining centers also 
have something great going for 
them: They have an all-you- 
can-eat salad bar and fresh 
fruit is always available. Af- 
ter moving off campus, I quick- 
ly learned that eating fruits and 
veggies gets quite expensive! 
Enjoy those foods at a low cost 
while you can. Maintaining a 
healthy intake of fresh produce 
is a great habit to form early in 
your college career. 

To stay fit and trim as well 
as to receive numerous oth- 
er health benefits like an im- 
proved immune system, a more 
positive mood and the reduc- 
tion of blood pressure, make 
sure to exercise, the American 
College of Sport Medicine rec- 
ommends that every healthy 
adult exercise at moderate in- 
tensity for 30 minutes a day, 
five days a week or at vigor- 
ous intensity 20 minutes a day, 
three days a week.

New students can 
declare open option 
while seeking right 
degree programs 

Because there are more than 250 courses of study 
to choose from at K-State, selecting a major can be a 
daunting task. 

Instead of selecting a major right away, students 
can declare "open option" while they figure out which 
program is best for them. At K-State, students can be 
in the open option program for their first two years - 
or before they earn 60 college credit hours. 

Open option isn't just a pausing point. According 
to the open option Web site, the program is for help- 
ing students find the best course of study and the best 
way to get there. 

"At one time, [the program] was known as 'unde- 
clared,' but this was changed to reflect the active deci- 
sion-making process that considering directional pos- 
sibilities requires," according to the site. 

According to the Web site, because 60 percent of 
students change majors more than twice at K-State, 
the open option program is designed to help students 
decide what's best for them in an "academically safer, 
more flexible" way.
